Government's Plea 
For Speedup Denied 
By High Tribunal 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The Su­ 
prem e Court refused W ednesday 


to require the Steelw orkers Union 


to hu rry its appeal from an order 


that 
would end the 
106-day-old 
steel strike. 


This probably m eans the strike 
will drag on at least into next 
week. 


In a brief order giving no rea- 
Isons, the high court rejected a 
governm ent request that the back* 
jto-w’ork injunction becom e effec­ 
tive prom ptly if the union did not 
file its appeal by noon T hursday. 


By so doing, the Suprem e Court 
let stand a six day delay granted 
the union by an appeals court in 
Philadelphia Tuesday when it up­ 
held the back to-work order issued 
earlier by a I', S. district judge 
in Pittsburgh That delay—intend­ 
ed to give the union tim e to carry 
its case to the Suprem e C ourt­ 
is due to expire Monday. 


T here was nothing to indicate 
the high court's action w as other 
than unanim ous. 


The ruling cam e a little m ore 
than seven hours after the Justice 
f)epartm ent form ally had request­ 
ed the court to lose no tim e and 
uphold the back-to-work order * so 
that the em ergency created by the 
steel 
strike 
m ay 
not 
continue 
longer than absolutely necessary.”

The order in dispute would re­ 
quire the Steelw orkers to retu rn 
to th eir jobs for HO days while 
settlem ent efforts w ere renew ed.

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The Steel Strike 
* And The Budget 


There no longer is doubt that the prolonged 
steel strike has seriously thrown public, as well 
as private, pocketbooks into disorder. Washing­ 
ton budget estimators are pulling their hair 
trying to find some antithesis to declining cor­ 
porate and private income t^xes for a widening 
segment of the population because of the long 
steel shutdown. 
Fortunately, a rejuvenated industrial up­ 
surge early in fiscal 
1960 produced greater 
income and profits than the Bureau of the 
Budget had foreseen, and many industries not 
affected by lack of steel are still breaking income 
records. 
Sufficient warning of an approaching strike 
enabled steel users to stockpile more heavily 
than usual. 
Those months, for many, have 
passed and it will require weeks to begin filling 
empty warehouses. 
Appreciable damage has been done to the 
national income, the gross national product and 
other indicators of economic output. The diffi­ 
culty. (or economic advisers, is to project the 
full extent of the damage yet to be felt before 
the economy returns to its own momentum. 
Much depends on the accuracy of the prophet. 
When fiscal 1960 began, the Administration 
produced what it termed a balanced budget. The 
breakeven point was more visionary than real, 
and the budgeteers came up with a projected 
surplus of only ,one-tenth of one per cent. In a 
$79 billion budget $95 million is a small buffer. 
Budget Director Stans has taken a close 
look at the milling economic picture and has 
found 
federal spending increased 
almost 
$2 
billion over that projected. 
A faster business 
pickup from the 1957-58 recession than had been 
anticipated has offset some of the spending gain, 
but this is not sufficient to counter the effects 
of the steel slump. 
Spiraling interest rates to finance the huge 
national debt is another indicator warning that 
the Treasury rests on an uneasy keel. Adding 
further burdens 
to this heavy mortgage 
is 
an invitation to economic upheavals such as 
occurred last year.

Youth's Travail 


Young people today, as ever, are problems to 
their parents, but for other reasons than formerly. 
.Each generation makes its own confusions. 
In the 
’ 1930s. some becam e Communists and others New 
Dealers, 
mild 
reform ers 
and 
seekers 
for 
social 
justice. 
Today, there are squares with their noses to the 
grindstone, who, having despaired of doing much to 
this world, seek out its physical composition. 
There 
are the long hair and short hair musicians who eschew 
politics and economics but go far back to Bach to 
justify their imaginative cacophony. There are Beat­ 
niks and anti-Beatmks, both of whom are nihilistic in 
their perceptions—young people who want nothing but 
take everything that comes their way. Then there is 
the rather conservative person, one of whom writes 
to me as follows: 
'*. . . Today there is no commonly accepted set of 
values in this country on any subject whatsoever. 
'Freedom ' 
of 
thought 
and 
expression 
have 
been 
absurdly over-emphasized that one is a square if one 
doesn't preface every opinion with a long line of 
maybe*. Even scientific textbooks are being written 
this way. The only sin today, in academ ic circles, is 
having a partially closed mind. Yet disagree with a 
professor over some minor point of his pet theory, 
and you end up with an *F’. This is also confusing. 
What did you go to college for? To learn something. 
or to learn how to think? 
Ask any honest looking 
student of today and he will answer that his only 
interest in school is passing the next test, no m atter 
how much of a hypocrite he has to be to do so. Tough 
life. isn't it? ” 
This complaint I hear on all sides. 
An “ A” 
student got a “ D” on a test because she did not 
accept her instructor's point of view on a matter 
concerning which her father is a well - known 
expert. 
The instructor is not and could not he 
expert, hut the instructor had the job and could 
do the marking. 
In my opinion, that instructor 
was a fool. 
I was talking to a young lady who was saying 
things that she did not believe to be true. I asked her 
why. 
She replied that she did not dare get mixed up 
because if she did not parrot her professor she would 
get a bad m ark. 
I suggested some well-established 
reading to another student; she replied that outside 
reading might confuse her and she would flunk her 
test. 
The real problem here is not intellectual bigotry 
but physical end mental laziness. 
The instructor, 
having worked out the questions and the answers 
(sometimes it is done by a com m ittee', does not want 
to be challenged by novelty, by the student who thinks 
things out for himself, who reaches another conclusion. 
Perhaps the instructor is not intelligent enough to 
capture a new idea or a new method. 
For one of the greatest faults of our educational 
system, particularly in the best colleges and univer­ 
sities, is that the very top men usually devote them ­ 
selves to research, or to money-making as experts, or 
to writing and re-writmg text-books. If they teach at 
all. it is to graduate students who do not really need 
such mighty men. 
The great minds should teach freshmen, so 
that these boys and girls get an inspiring start. 
Often freshmen art taught by teachers who are 
intellectually not yet dry behind the ears, who are 
either working for a Ph. D. or have just received 
one, who are frightened lo death that something 
might go wrong and that they will not get tenure 
which is so important to them. 
Who suffers** 
The student is discouraged, dis­ 
heartened. robbed 
If a student comes from an excel­ 
lent secondary school, the freshm an year seems such 
a waste, for everything is repetitious and not as well 
taught. Of course, the young instructor has to start 
somewhere and to college adm inistrators, it is prob­ 
ably regarded as sound for him to start at the bottom. 
But the bottom is where the student should be 
most inspired to move forward, should learn work 
methods, and should learn how to think. To think well, 
if is necessary to debate, to argue, to fall on one's 
face intellectually. 
It is necessary to discover that 
wisdom requires enormous knowledge to support its 
conclusions. A freshman does not get it from another 
kid who is called an instructor.

These questions sum up one of 
the most important problems in 
the modern world. It is a problem 
wrapped in mystery. Yet enough 
evidence has now piled up to per­ 
mit a tentative solution 
Unhappily, before tackling the 
problem, it is first necessary to 
hack away the enormous hedge of 
misleading cliches that has grown 
up around it. In this tangle of 
growth uprooted in fact, the worst 
specunent is the theory that the 
Soviet leaders deeply fear an even­ 
tual invasion of the "empty lands” 
of Siberia by countless millions of 
land-hungry Chinese. 
"Look.” say the proponents of 
this theory, "at the vast effort the 
Soviets are making to populate 
and develop their empty lands.” 
But seeing fear of China in this 
Soviet effort is like saying that we 
Americans developed and popu­ 
lated our own empty lands from 
fear of the Mexicans The Soviets 
have the sam e motive for expand­ 
ing into their wild East that we 
had for expanding into our wild 
West. 
Meanwhile, there is also po.Mtive 
evidence that the Soviets are not 
afraid of Chinese land hunger. The 
evidence is located in Outer Mon­ 
golia. an area once closely linked 
to imperial China, and populated 
by people of a related race 
If the Soviets were worried by 
Chinese infiltration into "em pty 
lands," Outer Mongolia would wor­ 
ry them most of all.

They 
have already indicated their will­ 
ingness to go along with the Krem­ 
lin on the general question of the 
Indian Tibetan border. But they 
plainly mean to keep their stra­ 
tegic Gartok-Yarkand road link in 
any de facto or arbitrated settle­ 
ment. Hence the recent incident. 
This incident does not alter the 
record, 
that 
the Chinese 
have 
never attem pted any adventure 
involving military risk without full 
Soviet approval. This incident does 
not ajjer the key fact, cither, that 
China cannot possibly sustain a 
serious w ar strain without active 
Soviet support. In short, the Chi­ 
nese may wish to go adventuring 
in ways the Kremlin will not back, 
just as they may perhaps wish to 
re-establish the Emperor Chien 
Lung’s former influence in Mon­ 
golia. But Khrushchev does not 
need to fear adventures he disap­ 
proves, any more than he fears 
for his "em pty lands.” 
Thus the two main reasons why 
the Kremlin may fear China are 
seen not to he reasons. Yet the 
fear really appears to be there.. 
A proposed answer to the riddle 
will be offered in another report.

This was the hank that Jatcr 
kept the questions locked in a 
vault and brought them to the 
show under arm ed guard—a gim­ 
mick that turned out to he more 
valuable for its dram a than secur­ 
ity. since the producers had am ­ 
ple opportunity ti) copy the ques­ 
tions before delivering them to 
the hank 


A spokesman for M anufactur­ 
ers Trust refused to say whether 
the hank had helped finance the 
$64 000 shows He first denied to 
this column that any money had 
been loaned to the advertising 
agency. When he was reminded 
that the question was whether a 
loan had been granted to Cowan 
or his Entertainm ent Productions, 
Inc., the spokesman refused to 
comment.

He 
acknowledged, 
however, 
that the bank had never hilled 
Cowan for keeping the $64 000 
questions in its vault. Several un­ 
asked questions are still locked 
in the vault, he complained, wait­ 
ing for shows that have now been 
canceled 
After the first com plaints of 
chicanery in M arch. 1958. the pro­ 
ducers adm itted to both CBS and 
Revlon that winning answers had 
been given in advance to contest­ 
ant Springer. But the producers 
claim ed it was all an unfortunate 
mix-up; the winning answers had 
appeared "by m istake” on the 
w’arm -up sheet. 
When the sam e "m istake” was 
repeated in September. 
Revlon 
tried to drop its sponsorship. CBS- 
TV’s general counsel. Tom Fish­ 
er, urged the company to wait 
until the network had investigat­ 
ed. Again the producers offered 
the sam e excuses which CBS-TV 
readily accepted. Fisher reported 
back to Revlon that there was no 
"conclusive evidence” of rigging. 
But Charles Revson, the com­ 


pany's president, wanted no more 
to do with quiz shows. 
"The public is losing faith in 
them .” he told CBS-TV. "I w ant 
out.” 
Both the network and the pro4 
duccrs threatened to sue if Rev­ 
lon broke its contract. In the end, 
the company was forced to m ake 
a financial settlement in order to 
free itself from the $64,000 pro-* 
gram s.
